Lonpon, March 9.—Commander Chad- 
wick, United States Naval Attaché in London, 
had an interview this morning with Vice-Ad- 
miral William Graham, Controller of the Navy, 
at the Admiralty Office, in relation to the state- 
ments that the draughtsman, Terry, who has 
been dismissed from the Chatham Navy Yard, 
had revealed secrets of naval designs to the 
American Legation. The Controller said that 
these were merely newspaper assertions, and 
that as far as the stories connected anybody in 


he deserves nothing from the Republican Party, 
and that the delegation should be solidly Repub- 
lican. In view of these widely divergent views 
and the difficulty of reconciling contlicting inter- 
ests it is impossible to forecast the fate of this 
scheme against Mr, Randall. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 9.—William M. 
Singerly, the proprietor of the Record, a Demo- 
cratic newspaper, which is bitterly hostile to 
Congressman Randall, is understood to be at the 
bottom of the scheme to freeze him out, and 
James McManes, the most powerful of the local 
ring of Republican bosses, has said public- 
ly within a few days that he favored 
redistricting the city,so as to make allof the 
districts Republican. It is doubtful whether the 
scheme will succeed, because it is apt to raise as 
much opposition from Republicans as from Dem- 
ocrats. The chief article of faithof Pennsylvania 
Republicans is protection, and the protectionist 
generally believes that Mr. Randall serves them 
better than any Republican could. Nine-tenthsof 
the manufacturers of Philadelphia would put up 
money to elect Randall against any new Repub- 
lican if Randall's election was in danger. Local 
politicians say that at a consultation between 
Singerly and William R. Leeds, a local boss, and 
the leader of the Philadelphia Republicans in 
the Legislature, the scheme to freeze out Ran- 
dall was formally agreed upon, and they also 
say that the scheme will succeed unless Came- 
ron interieres to prevent it.

GARRETT DON’T DENY IT. 

Battrmore, March 9.~Tuu New-Yorx 
Ties filled Baltimore with more excitement to- 
day than the city has known for many moriths. 
Its authoritative announcement of the deal 
which places the Baltimore and Ohio Road in 
the control of Mr. Sully was first doubted, then 
discussed, and then believed. The South-street 
Gflicés were full of questioning stockholders and 
deaiers, and every conceivable kind of a rumor 
was passed around. A few shares of Baltimore 


and Obio stock were offered, and they at once 
bounced up 10 points. 

THE TIMES got to Baltimore just about jong 
enough before Presidant Robert Garrett reache 
his office to spread the news, and when he 
entered his room a fumber of visitors were 
wiliting forhim. He was at once asked about 
the deal. His ly Was : 

“* I will do nothing to jeopardize the interests 
of the city of Baltimore.” 

“Is THE Trtes’s story true that Mr. Sully has 
gecured control of the Baltimore and Qhio 
Road ?” ’ 

“Now, now. You mtist not ask me that. 
Whatever has been done, or whatever Wil! be 
done Will be in the interests of the city and the 
stockholders of the Baltimore and Ohio Read.” 

“ Bat is Tae TrMes’s account true ?’’ 

“Come, come now. Don’t ask me that.” 

“Will you Answer a guestion réefarding the 
rtiimors about the control of the Baltimore and 
Qhio Road?’ asked another gentleman. 

* Yes,” replied Mr. Garrett smilingly; “I will 
aus wer a question.” 

“Will you deny the statement published in 
THE NEW-YORK TIMES to-day that a controlling 
interest in the road bas béen sold?’ 

Mr. Gafrett took the article into his private 
Office, and a few minutes later sent out a meées- 
sagé that he had no stétement to make regard- 
ing it. 

Various other attempts were made to draw 
Mr. Gafrett out, but in vain. He fought them 
ali off with His indomitable smile. 

John W. Davis, assistant to President Garrett, 
Was questioned. 

“THe New-YORK Tres does not say who 
atutherizéd it to annoutice,” said Mr. Davis, 
“that the contfel of the foad has passed into 
Mr. Sully’s hands. If it is authorized to do so at 
all it is on the authority of some cuPbstone 
broker. We have within the last two or three 
yoars becomsé used to such rumors and have quit 
denying them. The rumor of thé road’s transfer 
is so absurd that there is no use to waste time in 
denying it. So many foolish things get into the 
New-York and grees mr papers relative to 
Mr. Garrett and the Baltimore and Ohio that 
I would not be surprised at any time to learn 
if was reported through the papers of thuse 
sities that Mr. Garrett had sold the Washington 
Monument in this city.” 

THE TiMes’s Correspondent had along interview 
with a well-known banker, who is intimately 
assoeiated with Mr. Garrett, and who is often 
galled iti constltation by the management of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad. Hé was asked: 
“ Has Mr. Garrett lost control of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad 1” 

“Yes,ih oné sense he has, and in another 
sense he has not. You see,in the first place, a 
large syndicate nas béeen formed, with lhead- 

uafters it New-York. This is now ealled the 
Richmond Terminal, but it is likely a new name 
will bé selécted to designate the system. It in- 
éludes the Reading, Jersey Central, Baltimore and 
Ohio, Richmond and Danville, Richmond Termi- 
fai, Georgia Pacific, Texas Pacific, and Union 
Pacific and others. Mr. Sully becomes the head 
of this syndicate. All roads entering into it 
lose, in a measure, their identity and become 
links in a Vast system possessed by the syndi- 
éate, and Mr. Sully, as head of the syndicate, 
becomes the controller of each link in the chain. 
He this miay be said to control the Baltimore and 
Obid Railroad. At the same time Mr. Garrett 
femains Président of the railroad and the status 
of the company is not in the least changed, 
except as regards its through traffic.” 

“ Has there been aby sale of the Baltimore and 
Ohio steck ?”’ 

“¥ do not beliéve that any considerable 
block of the stock has changed hands. The 
étatement that Mr. Garrett has sold bis stock, or 
that the Hopkins Triist has sold out, is absurd. 
It would not be necessary. Mr. Robert Garrett 
has the right to vote the Garrett block in all its 
holdings with the consent of his brother and sis- 
ter. He seveuted the consent of the Hopkins 
Trustees te vote their stock, and also the con- 
gent of the other holders of large blocks, giving 
him power to vote more thah a majority of the 
étoek, and thus put the road into the syndicate.” 

“ But Mf. Sully asserts that the Baltimore and 
Ohio stock has been purchased, and the New- 
York brokérs give the price as 225.” 

“That means that the Baltimore and Ohio 
stock goes into the syndicate rated as wortli 225 
& share, while the syndicate cannot exactly be 
called a pool, as under that name it would be 
prohibited by the Inter-State Commerce bill, yet 
at the same time the earnings must be divided 
among the various holders of stock in the differ- 
6nt cémpanies. The same amount of dividend 
gould not bé had on a share of the Southérn 
Railroad steék or the Reading stock that is paid 
6n a share of the Baltimore and Ohio stock. The 
Baltimore and Ohio stock is thus rated in the 
syndicate at 225 and the holders of a share of it 
will be paid a dividend based on that amount.” 

** How about the report that the syndicate will 
issue new stocks ?” 

“That is a possibility. The franéhises re- 
quired by the syndieate will be very valuable, 
and no doubt there will be a large atnount of 
new stock issued.” 

“Will this be exchanged for Baltimore and 
Ohio stock ¢” 

“ That wil) be at the option of the holders of 
Baltimore and Ohio steck. The block left by 
Mr. Jobn W. Garrett of 30,000 shares for the 
éharity fund cannot be sold or exchanged. The 
tity’s holding of 82,000 shares cannot be ex- 
changed without in enabling act of the Legisla- 
turé and the consent of the City Council. The 
Hopkins people [ do not believe will exchange 
their stock.” 

* How will the deal affect Baltimore ?” 

“ Phat is hard to say. It willbea pity to have 
the head of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad in 
New-York, but at thé same time no doubt the 
deal will result in better traflic arrangements for 
eur merehants North and South. New-York, how- 
ever, will be the great gainér.” 

City Révistér Robb did not believe the rumor 
atall, He said: “It is impossible that the al- 
leged déal in Baltimore and Ohio stock is true. 
The city of Baltimore owns 32,000 shares of the 
stock; the Johns Hopkin& estate, 17,000, 
and the Garretts, 40,000, 30,000 of which is 
in trust and Gannot be sold for 20 
years. This makes an aggregate of 89,000 
shares, out of a total of 150,000. Of the re- 
maining 61,000 shares the largest private own- 
fr’ ate William F. Burns’ and John A. and An- 
drew Gregg. It would bé absurd to supposs 
that the city will sell any part of its stock, which 
now pays § péf cent., and it is almost as ridienu- 
fous to thik that the Messra. Burns and Gregg 
would dispose of their holdings. As theré tre 
only 10,000 of the<Garrett shares that can in 
any event be gold until the expiration of 20 

years, and those owned by the Johns Hopkins 
estate added to this make only 27,000 sharés, it 
Will be séen that there cannot possibly be any 
troth in the rumor. My own opinion is,” baid 
Mr. Robb, “that itis simply a rumor gotten up 
for stoek jobbing purposes.”

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NEW-BRUNSWICK EXCITED 


THE ROME OF THE DENMEADS 
10 BE INVADED. 
WEALTHY RECLUSES WHO ARE S8US8- 
PECTED OF HAVING MURDERED ONE 

OF THEIR NUMBER. 

New-Brunswick, N. J., March 9.—The 
excitement over the peculiar conduct of the 
Denmead hermits which has been agitating the 
people of the town for six weeks reached its cul- 
minatifig point this afternoon, when Mrs. 
Brundage, of Piscataway, a sister of old Mrs. 
Denmead, announced her intention of obtaining 
a search warrant to-morrow to see what had be- 
come of her relative. 

The Denmeads live in 4 board-covered house 
in a gully near the south side of the city. They 
have lived here for 40 years. There are three 
brothers—Robert, John, and Samuel, and the 
wife of the latter. Six months ago it was dis- 
covered that Mrs. Denmead has not been seen 
for some time. Investigation suowed that she 
had been taken ill with pneumonia. She has not 
been seen sincé and it is supposed that she 
died and that her husband buried her in the 
ground inside the hut, but others state 
that she never had the pneumonia, but was 
more probably killed by her relatives. Nobody 
has ever seen the inside of the Denmead hut, 
and when Sammie, who is the only one of the 
brothers ever seen, was asked to let some one in- 
vestigate to see that Mra. Denmead was alive, lie 
reftised. Lately repeated efforts to get in have 


been without avail. The hut has been surround- 
ed every day with people who wish to get in, but 
they have not succeeded. 

Yesterday they became so annoying that Den- 
mead grabbed a shotgun and stood guard at the 
door, threatening to shoot any one who ap- 
proached. The crowd threw rocks at the hovel 
atid continued their annoyances until the police 
dréve them away. Officers have guarded the 
hut ever since. The Overseer of the Poor has 
tried to effect an entrance and been repulsed and 
nobody else has been able to get in, as they can- 
not foree their way without a legal process. 
Noxious odors arise frum the hut and this 
piggy vod the idea that Mrs. Detimead is dead, 
Mrs. Brundage consulted her lawyer to-day and 
declared positively that she would enter to- 
morrow. A complaint has been made before the 
Recorder in which she states that she has good 
catise to think that her sister is dead, perhaps 
murdered. 

The Denmeads have lived in their hut 40 
years. Theirfather was worth $400,000 and, 
when Samuel inherited his money, much of it 
was swindled from him through his indorsing 
notes, Since then he has refused to sign a piece 
of paper. He has stacks of checks which can 
never be cashed because of his singular mania. 





He is afraid to indorse them. Mrs. Den- 
mead's mother also left her a_ fortune. 
She was a Mrs. Goodfellow, who lived 
at Piscataway, The story goes that 


shortly after the couple were married they had 
a child, which was kidnapped from them. This 
alinost crazed thetn, and they returned to their 
hut shortly after, with the brothérs. They are 
worth theusands of dollars. Samuel owns the 
palatial residence in which Levi D. Jarrard 
lived at the time he fled the country with 
$80,000 of stolen money. Their sister pur- 
chased them a house two years ago, which 
stands vacant, as they refuse to occupy it. 

Of late years Mrs. Denmead has been acting as 
washerwoman for different famulies in the city. 
Yet she is well educated and has frequently 
played and sung charmingly in the homes where 
she Worked as a servant. Every night she went 
back to her hut, however, and could not be got 
outside. The two other brothers are never seen. 
Since the story of Mrs. Denmead’s disappearance 
Sammie has been filehed out of a great deal of 
money by those who have pretended to 
be his friends, but have threatened him. 
The Overseer of the Poor has discover- 
ed that .a special policeman has been 
obtaining large sums of money from him. It 
was found that he had paid several hundred dol- 
lars to have an old buggy repainted, and the 
latest discovery is that Carpenter Esler has been 
manufacturing 100 coffins for the family by 
order of Samuel. The Overseer of the Peor has 
had a house titted up for the Denmeads on their 
estate, but they refuse to be moved. To-night 
the usual crowd was gathered about the hovel in 
oad aa and two policemen were beating them 

ack, 

A TIMES correspondent found his way under 
the boards Whieh cover the house, but could get 
no further. Samuel Deumead came out and 
talked with the reporter. He said that his wife 
was alive but was very sick, but repeated calls 
refused to elicit any answer from inside the hut. 
H6 told the story oF his wife substantially as it 
was told by Mrs. Brundage this afternoon and as 
has been already given. He said that Overseer 
Wright had circulated stories about him because 
he had refused to let him build a house for him. 

“Ts it true, Mr. Denmead, that you have 
oe 100 coffins from a carpenher here?” was 
asked, 

“T have ordered a large number of coffins, and 
John Esler is making them,” he replied. 

“Have you any objection to saying to what 
use you intend putting them ?” 

“Two of them are all finished. They are 
stained rosewood color and are nicely varnished, 
Each coftin has four handles and they afe all 
ready for the boxes. They are, in fact, in the 
boxes now., 

* What do you intend to do with them ?” 

“Tam having them made for a concern in 
New-York.” . 

“What firm is it and where are they situated?’ 

“They are in New York and gave me the order. 
Ido a great deal of trading. It is only a few 
days ago I sold $87 worth of paints end oils 
here. Iam all the time selling paints and oils.”’ 

It is true that Denmead owns stock in a New- 
York firm, but he has never been known to do 
any husiness. 

**When do youintend to have all the coffins 
finished?” 

“Two are all finished. Wright went to Esler 
and told him to stop making the coffins, as it was 
against the law to make coffins. My wife was 
badly hurt about two months ago. She was,” 
he continued, ‘walking along the street when 
a lot of boys rushed up the street dragging 
part of an old wagon behind them. As 
they came up to her they jeered and shouted, 
and, becoming frightened, she ran across the 
street and accidentally ran into a post. She re- 
bounded with a thud and fell down the steep 
embankment, cutting her face and body in a 
frightful tanner. Some people on tlie street 
helped her up and carried her into a house, 
where they washed the blood from her face and 
tréated her nicely.” 

Neighbors remember the incident of the boys 
and the wagon, but did not see the old lady get 
hurt. At any rate, she has not been seen since, 
though the Overseer says that on one of his visits 
he heard her groan. That Was a month ago. 

The mystery will be cleared when the search is 
made to-morrow. Denmead bears on his arms 
twolarge burns. When asked what made them 
he said that he had been making some broth for 
his brother, who was also ill, and his tippet had 
caught tire and burned his hands and neck.

Some novel features which have been included 
in the report of the Board of Visitors to the West 
Point Academy, which has just been issued, 


have given it more than usual interest, especial- 
ly to all officers who are graduates of the insti- 
tution. Scattered through the volume are 4 
number of views of the various buildings at 
West Point, cadets at drill andin camp, and land- 
scapes, taken frum photographs, which, toevery 
older graduate, cail up his cadet days better 
than anything in the text of the report could do. 
There is also a plan of the Academy building as 
it is to be after the improvements and additions 
just provided for by Congress are completed. 
The plan shows the addition of one full story 
above the principal cornice of the present 
structure, and a fireproof roof, half a story 
higher. Another feature of great interest to 
West Point graduates is the answer of the Board 
of Visitors to the chargé frequently heard that 
the tendency of the institution is undemocratic, 
and that appointments are made from a few 
priviledged classes or through favoritism. The 
ahswer isin the shape of a table giving the oc- 
cupation of the father of each cadet appointed 
during a certain period, and thus showing the 
social standing of the cadets on their admission. 
The figures «how that farmers and planters are 
nearly double any other class, while farmers, 
merchants, and lawyers form the great majority 
of all. Physicians, mechanics, and officers of the 
army follow in the order named, with those 
classed as “no oecupation,” and clergymen 
ranking next. In the list are undertakers, edi- 
tors, dentists, authors, laborers, saloon keepers, 
butchers, auctioneers, photographers, bankers, 
miners, brewers, barbers, gardeners, millers, 
railroadmen, policemen, printers, journalists, 
detectives, distillers, musicians, builders, and so 
on, until nearly every trade and industty is 
represented, Among the more important recom- 
mendations of the Board of Visitors is the 
proposition that the President should have 
authority to appoint 10 cadets & year, instead of 
10 in four years as now, atid also to give one ap- 
pointment to each United States Senator. These 
additional cadets would not, the board thinks, 
bring up the average number to the limit allowed 
by law.

Mr. O'Neill, of Missouri, Chaitmanh of the Com- 
mitteé on Labor, called upon the President to-

O'Neill, and submitted to the President before 
introduction, contained provisions which con- 
nected the Government with the legislation, 
such as the provision for filing the award with 
the Clerk of the United States court and the 
givitig tothe award the form and effect of a 
judgment. The absence of provisions connect- 
ing the Government with the legislation caused 
the President to withhold his signature, The 
measure, he said, had been submitted to the At- 
torney-General, who did hot approve of it. 
Mr. O’Neill explained the difficulties attend- 
ing the preparation of a bill of this charac- 
ter, and suggested that the Attorney-General 
would find great difficulty himself in fg agin 
any measure that could pass having in if any 
features of compulsory arbitration. Concerning 
the Convict Alien bill, the President said he 
thought that the bill was rather confused, and 
that if could better be treated in separate 
bills. He expressed his earnest desire to aid 
the labor legislation, and the result of the in-

What to do next was the 
question. It was resolved, first of all, to make a 
particularly vigorous search for Camp's sealp at 
the April election, and incidentally to convince 
the Democratic managers that their late part- 
ners Were not to be sneezed at so cheerfully as 
they had understood from various sources that 
they had been.

Mr, Atkinson was asked 
to continue upon the ticket for the short term 
Judgeship, and the committee was directed to 
nominate Join ©. Bianchard, of Mackinac 
County, recently of Ionia, for Judge for the 
long term and Representative Bartley Breen, 
who resigned from the Democratic ticket, for 
Regent. They were assured that the conven- 
tion at Lansing would do this from a gentleman 
who loudly professed to know the feeling of the 
men Who would be in attendance at that gather- 
ing. If, however, Mr. Atkinson should express 
a preference torun for the long term against 
Camp, as some of the committee thought he 
would, his wishes, it was declared, ought to be 
respected in the matter. 

It was further announced, upon the authority 
of Mr. Breen himself, that he would accept his 
nomination from the Union Labor Party. The 
Chairman and Secretary were instructed to pre- 
pare an address to the people, stating what had 
beeh done, so that all Greenbackers favoring 
fusion might know why it was not effected. Mr. 
Charies §. Hampton, Secretary of the commit- 
mittee, who has been one of the most ardent and 
sanguine advocates of fusion, resigned, alleging 
that he couldn’t possibly give the necessary time 
to the duties of the position, while the real 
fact is that he is so disgusted and mad 
over thé whole business, that he wants to get 
otit by himself, where he can swear to his heart’s 
content. The committee, however, refused to 
eeeee. his resignation and passed him a vote of 
thanks to soothe his perturbed spirit. The com- 
mittee then adjourned to await the result of the 
next shuftie of the cards. 

Word comes to-day in quite positive shape 
from Port Huroh that Atkinson, having taken 
nothing by his long and taffy-laden letter of 
declination, is ready to ¢limb into his old place 
aud be the Greenback and Labor combination 
candidate for Judge.

THE NEW-YORK METHODISTS. 
A PLAN TO CONSOLIDATE HUDSON 


RIVER DISTRICTS. 

Kinaston, N. ¥., March 9.—At the coming 
sessions of the New-York Methodist Episcopal 
Church Conference in this city the district 
stewards of the Ellenville District will present 
a plan for the consolidation of all the districts 
on the west shore of the Hudson River. They 
will ask that the Newburg, Ellenville, and 
Prattsville Districts be made into two districts, 
to be known as Newburg and Kingston. If the 
conference agrees to the proposition the new 


districts will correspond with the Poughkeepsie 
> New-York Distri¢ts, oh the east side of the 
river. 

The proposed Kingston District will include 
all the present appointments of the Prattsville 
District and the following from the Ellenville 
District: Downsville, Lumberyille, Shanddken, 
Shokan, Oline, West Hutley, Woodstock, Sau- 
gerties, Glaseo, Kingston, Rondout, Port Ewen, 
Esopus, and Eddyville. In all there will be 59 
appointments. he Newburg District will re- 
ceive the balance of the Ellenville charges, and 
in all will have 61 charges. By the new arrange- 
ment, its advocates say, the assessménts will be 
fairer and lighter, and there will be an équaliy 
desirable number of appointments in each dis- 
trict. The Presiding Elders of the three districts 
have submitted the matter to thei@ respective 
quarterly conferences. A vote taken at the com- 
ing annual conference here will décide the mat- 
ter. The plan has warm friends and bitter 
opponents.

THE NICKEI-PLATE DECREE. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, March 9.—The Nickel 
Plate cecree entered in the Circuit Court was 
aceessible to-day and differs in important par- 
ticulars from statements made yesterday by ab- 
torneys. On account of bondsin the hands of 
bona fide purchasers the court awards 
$17,015,994 to the Central Trust Com- 


pany and $1,093,803 to the Union Trust 
Company. It reeognizes the purchase of the 
equipment for $3,443,968 paid Bhethar and 
McGourkey in Receiver’s certificates. It dis- 
misses the cross petition of the Lake Shore, 
Hollins & Co., and Fargo, at their costs, but de- 
clares that Augustus Baldwin's rights are not 
prejudiced. The court orders the Nickel Plate 
Company to pay. within 10 days the eighteen 
million and odd dollars due on bonds se- 
cured by the trust companies as_ stated, 
in default of which Receiver Caldwell is 
made a Special Master Commissioner to sell the 
road and deliver it free froin incumbrance, with- 
out appraisal, but for not less that $16,000,000, 
This amount was stated by attorneys in court 
yesterday at $18,000,000, but subsequently 
16” was interlined in pencil. In payment 
mortgage bends and unpaid interest will 
be accepted at a value equivalent to the 
distributive amount holders would receive 
lf the payment was all cash. Notice of sale 
must be published 30 aays in Cleveland, New- 
York, Butfalo, Erie, Fort Wayne, and Chicago.

FINDING THE BULLET. 
MARY ANDERSON UNDERGOES A SEVERE 
SURGICAL OPERATION. 
PHILADELPHIA, March 9.—The bullet in 
Mary ©. Anderson’s brain, which is supposed to 
have been shot there by Barclay Peak on Feb. 7, 
has been found. The induction balance, in 
the hands of Dr. J. H. Girdner, of New- 
York, placed the missile. Before  start- 
ing for Mount Holiy Dr. Girdner gave an 
exhibition of the working of the instrument be- 
fore Dr. Pancoast’s ¢linic at the Medico-Ohirur- 
gical Hospital A bullet was detected in a 
pocket and also one hid in beet, The doctots 
then started for Mount Holly, carrying a sur- 


gical table, basins, and a full supply of surgi¢al 
instruments. The party consisted of Dr. W. 
H. Pancoast, Dr. W. GC. Wile, Dr. E. ©. 
Spitzka, of New-York; Dr. J. H. Girdner, of 
New-York; Dr. Robert H. Wharton and Dr. C. 
W, Delannoy, of this city, who is engaged in the 
microscopic examination of Mary's shawl. At 
the Andetson cottage Dr. R. KE. Bown, the local 
physician in the ease; Drs. Melcher, Barrington, 
and Parsons, of Mount Foll ‘; Girardin, of New- 
York, and Walker, of Philadelphia, met the sur- 
geons. 

Che patient was found to be in a bad con- 
dition, although somewhat better than the day 
before. Dr. Girdner arranged his battery and 
wires on the step outside and carried the 
two wires, attached to the explorer, inside. 
The battery was a 20-cell bichromate bat- 
tery. _The explorer is & disk of wood, 
covered over with velvet, to insure a 
smooth surface. Dr. Girdner __ tested 
the instrument before using it on Mary 
and it worked satisfactorily. After adjusting 
the currents delicately the locating of the bullet 
began, Dr. Pancoast sat at the head of the bed 
and Dr. Girdner managed the exploration. 
Mary’s head had been touched by the explorer 
in several places, when finally Dr. Girdner’s 
face lighted up as the instrument gave unmis- 
takabie signs of disturbance. “ It is here,” Dr. 
Girdner said, keeping his finger on the spot. 

The spot indicated was on the right side of the 
head above the ear, and, according to the caleu- 
lations of the doctor, the hall was about an 
inch and a half in trom the skull, measuring 
from the occipito-parietal suture, and about 
an inch and a half above a iine drawn 
through thé top of the ears: this was at 5 
o'clock. The doctors, 11 in all, then left the 
house and held a consultation in thé yard aa to 
whether a surgical operation should be per- 
formed and the bullet probed for. Much time 
was lost in persuading the tiany relatives to allow 
the operation and when Dr. Wileappeared at the 
door of the ccttage and announced that the 
operation would be performed it was almost 6 
o’clock. By the time all the surgical appliances 
were ready it was dark, so it was necessary to 
work by means of two lamps. 

Mary was brought from her®bedroom, placed 
on the surgical table, and pat under the infiu- 
ence of ether administered by Dr. Wilé. The 
hair was cut over the spot found by the induc- 
tion balance, the skin was ttitned back, and the 
skull was frephined, a button of skull an inch in 
diameter heiug faken out. Then came the 

robing for tle bullet through the brain tissue. 

Tr. Pancoast probed the brain and Dr. Girdner 
held the receiver to his ear. Three times, when 
Dr. Pancoast felt a definite resistance to the 
probe, Dr. Girdner heard a click in the re- 
ceiver, showing that they had really found 
the bullet. In confirmation of the discovery the 
brain was noticed to be in a highly congested 
state and protruded through the opening, and an 
abscess, about the size of a walnut, was found 
to be just about where the bullet is. 

Atthis momenta halt in the operation was 
called, as the girl was found to be sinking. Her 
respiration was merely superficial and her 
pulse irreguiar. The abscess was then 
dtained, draining tubes were put in, and 
the wound was sewed up, The girl now has 
drainage through both sides of her head. Affer 
the operation, which lasted about an hour, there 
was a free discussion as to the probable 





result; ‘“‘I would stake my reputation,’ 
said Dr. Spitzka, “that if the bullet 
is taken out and the girl is cured, 


she will be cured with a sound mind. If she 
lives long enough the ball will very likely come 
out of the opening we have made on the right 
side of her head, but she is liable to die at any 


moment.”

A STORY OF PERSECUTION. 
RELEASED FROM AN INSANE ASYLUM 
AFTER YEARS OF SUFFERING. 


CnHicaGo, March 9.—Mis. Sarah E. Brom- 
well, widow of H. H. Bromwell, was deélared to 
be insane eight years ago, but an order was 
entered in the County Court to-day declaring her 


to be sane and restoring her to her legal rights. 


Her husband was at one time @ prominent fur 


dealer in this city. She relates acurious story as 


to her being declared insane. ‘The whole 
thing,” she says, ‘was a conspiracy against me, 
which will be laid béfore the courts now that I 
have been declared sane. I was found insane 
in 1879 on a petition filed by my husband 
and a certain docter. Parties desired to se- 
cure Control of my husband’s preperty, and 
they Dlied him with whisky and poisoned his 
mind. He was induced to charge me with in- 
sanity. I was found insane simply on the testi- 
mony of these conspirators. I was not sent to a 
public asylum, but to a private place at Batavia 


—a living grave where none could sée you, where 


the lock and key were on you. 
enough, though, in five weeks to get word to my 
friends in a secret way, and I was released. Be- 
fore they let me out [ was taken into a room and 
told that if ever I revealed to a living soul what 
had happened while I was there, or how I was 
treated, I would be brought back and placed 
where I ceould never get out. They held that 
threat over me for years, and in the courts they 
marked me as @ pauper when I was worth 
850,000. 

“Two years after I was found insané these 
conspirators persuaded my husband to secure a 
divoree from me, which was done while the 
braud of insanity was hanging ever my head 
and I eould not otier a defense. [t was thus that 
they obtained my husband’s money. The atro- 
cious vart of if all is that = husband died 10 
months ago under peculiar circumstances. He 
had been living in certain well known flats and 
died mysteriously. The body was spirited away 
secretly and buried. Now that the courts have 
done me justice as regards my reasen I shall 
commence war against my enemies: I shall 
have the body of Mr. Bromweill exhumed and 
the stomach analyzed, and show to the world 
that what Isayistrue. Besides I have entered 
suit against the parties who took my husband’s 
property to have the divorce decree set aside in 
order that [can get the widow’s award.” 

Mrs. Bromwell asserted thatshe had numerous 
affiduvitsin her posséssion which would prove 
every word she had spoken. She lives at pres- 
ent at 41 North Ashland-avenue in a large house. 
She is finely educated and is one of the leaders 
among the Spiritualists. She has great faith in 
her creed, and avers that she was persecuted on 
the ground that she was a believer in Spiritual- 


ism. 
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THREE ASSOCIATIONS JOINED. 
CuIcaeo, March 9.—The General Man- 
agers and General Passenger Agents of 
the various roads in the Western, South- 
western, and Northwestern Passenger As- 


sociations have agreed to merge the 
three associations into one, to be known 
as the Western States Passenger Associa- 
tion. There will, of course, be no pooling, 
but the agteement provides heavy peénalities 
for infraction of the rules of the asso- 
ciation and the cutting of rates. It also 
regulates the payment of commissions and makes 
provision to prevent commissions from being 
used for the purpose of cutting rates, or to in- 
terfere with the aftairs of outside lines. The 
issue of inter-btate passes is prohibited to 
anybody except railway officials and employes, 
but nothing is fsaid about issuing State passes, 
which matter is left to thé discretion of the vari- 
ous roads. In every essential feature thé new 
agreement is the same as that recently adopted 
by the Southwestern Passenger Association.

- gelf or by its authority, and that those upon 
whom it is not so conferred have 
mo claim to it. This is disputed only 
by—-political’ and legal cranks. The 
Zight to vote in this State for all 
‘officers “elective by the people” is defined 
jn the fist section of the second article of 
the Constitution. It can be extended or re- 
stricted only as authorized in the Constitu- 
tion itself, and it is there conferred only 
"on male citizens. The second section of 
‘Article X. declares that city, town, and vil- 
Tage officers ‘‘shall be elected by the elect- 
ors” thereof or appointed by such officers 
as the Legislature shall designate. The 
electors are those qualified to vote by the 
Constitution, and no others. If it is not 

_ hypoerisy, it is folly for the Legislature 
pven totalk abont conferring the suffrage 

\ on women. Ii can only be done by amend- 

ment of the Constitution. - 

In their efforts to adjust business to the 
sequirements of the inter-State commerce 
law, railroad managers have been devising 
anew system of classification for freight, 
‘and determining the relative charges for 
: shipments in varying quantities. It is evi- 
dent that their plans will not be entirely 
gatisfactory toalltheircustomers. The Com- 
mittee of Merchants, which has of late been 
‘wery watchful of mercantileinterests as af- 

_ fected by transportation rates,is already crit- 
 §eising the classification of dry goods, and 
the proposed discrimination between ship- 
‘nents by carloads and in smaller quanti- 
ties. The latter especiaily is declared to be 
‘gnfavorable to small places along the lines 
pf railroads. It is obvious that there may 
be some increased cost for handling in 
transporting goods in small quantities 
over that in transporting by the car- 
Joad, but the difference in charges should 
not exceed a fair allowance on that score. 

¥f too great a difference is made it may 
 pmoant to an unjust discrimination, and 
this is likely to be one of the points which 
the commission will have toconsider. Thus 
far ‘the companies are reckoning without 

that important factor. 


The failure of any appropriation for the 
militia of Missouri is charged by the dis- 
patches to “the labor clement, the ex-Con- 
‘federate element, and general cussedness,” 
It is safe to say that the first has been much 
the most efficient cause. There has seldom 
been a more impressive admonition than 
‘was ‘given to the people of Missouri last 
year of what might bappen for the want of 
‘an effective militia. The admonition was 
not lost on the solid andindustrious citizens 
‘of the State who have interested themselves 
jnuch more in the measure now defeated than 
they habitually interest themselves in 
egislation. Their interest was quickened 
y the resignation of the officers of the mi- 
itia when the appropriation failed for the 
tat time. It is ashame that a State should 
left unprotected just after its need of 
protection has been made manifest, because 
ts legislators are time servers or dema- 
ogues. We need not wonder, however, 
hat such persons get themselves elected to 

e Legislature of Missouri when, the 

fe of the United States defeats a proj- 


iner army upon the ground 

that the army might be used to prevent 

, workingmen from rioting in defense of their 
right to prevent other men from working. 


Minister BowE.’s denial of the story that 
the Dominion was preparing to increase 
largely the duties on some imports from the 
United States and wholly to prohibit others 
shows that Canada is not yet bereft of 
sense. The non-intercourse measures passed 
by Congress are hypothetical, and the con- 
dition on which they depend may not and 
should not arise. Nobody denies the right 
of the Canadian revenue oflicers to forbid 
our vessels to perform acts like the landing 
of men or the procuring of supplies without 
at least reporting at the Custom House. 
Only when commercial rights are denied 
which we concede to Canadian vessels in 
our ports is the President to act, and even 
then he has a choice as to the extent to 
which he will proceed under the non-inter- 
course law. Meanwhile, if there is any 
virtue in diplomacy, it ought to be able to 
make at least temporary regulations before 
the opening of the season to protect our 
fishing vessels from injustice and thereby 
to avoid a resort to the retaliatory law. 





The triumph of the Septennate bill on its 
second reading in the Reichstag yesterday 
was overwhelming, only 23 members voting 
for the amendment to reduce the term to 
three years, while 222 voted againstit. It 
is true that the absentees and those who 
abstained from voting were numerous, but 
these, after all, practically declared by their 
action that they did not care to offer any 
opposition to the Government that might 
be misinterpreted as factious in foreign 
countries. Altogether the signs now are 
that the Emperor will celebrate the nine- 
tieth anniversary of his birthday with Ger- 
many and, indeed, all Europe at peace. 
Even the Bulgarian revolt seems to have 
subsided, although the congratulations 
sent by some members of the Hungarian 
Diet to the Bulgarian Regency and the 
Russian press denunciations of this same 
Regency have taken so extreme a form as 
to reveal the bitterness of antagonism on 
this subject between the two empires. 


GIVE US HIGH LICENSE. 

The Crosby High License bill is in a posi- 
tion on the calendar of the Assembly where 
it is liable to come up for consideration at 
any time. Itis not to be regretted that the 
Republican members of the Legislature 
failed to make a party question of its 
passage. It ought not to be a party ques- 
tion, and there is no reason why any man 
should be bound by a caucus decree either 
to support or oppose it. The bill, so far 
as it classifiés licenses and establishes 
high fees, applies only to this city 
and Brooklyn, and it has been made 
very plain that the public sentiment 
of these two cities is strongly in its favor 
irrespective of party.. The opposition comes 
almost wholly from the liquor dealers, who 
object to the high fees on the very ground 
that they are calculated to reduce the num- 
ber of places at which liquor can be profit- 
ably solid, and thereby to restrict their busi- 
ness. Norespectable citizen can deny that 
the business needs to be restricted. Those 
who have publicly advocated the passage of 
the bill include some of the most prominent 
men in the Democratic as well as the Re- 
publican Party, and no person of standing 


in the community has appeared as its op- 
ponent. 


It being admitted that the effect of this 
bill would be to cut off a considerable num- 
ber of the lowest class of groggeries and to 
place the liquor traffic in fewer and more 


.responsible hands, and thereby to make the 


enforcement of the law much easier, it is 
difficult to see on what ground any con- 
scientious legislator can be opposed to it. 
The Republican Party has long claimed 
to be in favor of such legislation for 
diminishing the evils of intemperance 
and restricting the saloon power as niay 
be supported by public sentiment. In 
view of this claim no Republican can 
without violation of an avowed principle of 
the party aid in the defeat of such a meas- 
ure as this. While the Democratic Party 
has been most outspoken in its opposition 
to prohibition, as sumptuary legislation and 
an attempt to interfere with the rights and 
liberties of the people, it has always claimed 
to be ready to regulate the liquor traffic 
with a view to lessening the evils that flow 
fromit. There is nothing in high license 
that is not altogether in the line of its pro- 
fessions many times repeated. Any measure 
intended to protect society against an ad- 
mitted source of injury and danger ought 
never to be considered a party measure. 

The fact with regard to opposition to this 
bill isaltogether plain. Liquor dealers have 
become a power in politics, and the saloon, 
especially in large cities, has become a cen- 
tre of political activity and political cor- 
ruption. There are members of the Legis- 
lature who owe the possibility of being 
members to this power, and who are afraid 
of opposing or offending it. We trust that 
they do not include a majority of those of 
either party. The question is whether 
the liquor power has become so formidable 
as to control the action of our legislators 
on any matter which concerns its interests. 
But for its demands and the fear of what it 
may do, there would be no doubt of the pas- 
sage of this bill by an overwhelming ma- 
jority. Under the circumstances those who 
oppose it must expect that their action will 
be taken as evidence of subserviency to the 
liquor interest and of a willingness to pro- 
mote and increase its power, with all the 
injurious consequences that flow from it. 

We gave our readers warning weeks ago 
that those who were ready to do the bid- 
ding of the liquor power, but were anxious 
to give their action some sort of decent dis- 
guise, would try to defeat the High License 
bill either by loading it with amendments 
or by antagonizing it with other measures 
professing to have the same general object 
in view. This is exactly the purpose of the 
bill introduced by Mr. Ivgs, giving the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment power to fix 
license fees and to limit the number of 
licenses to be granted in this city. A power 
of this kind is entirely foreign to the proper 
functions of the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment. The place for discretion in 


| the issuing of licenses is the Excise Board, | 


it 
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and the minimum limit of fees should b 
fixed by law. But the Ives bill has no ob- 
ject but to afford an excuse for antagoniz- 
ing tbe Crosby bill. It should not be 
permitted to shield any person from respon- 
sibility in opposing that measure. Every 
member of the Legislature should be judged 
with reference to his action on this subject 
by his vote on the Crosby bill. That is the 
measure which is asked for and which has 
been approved by all the respectable ele- 
ments in the community. Let us have it, 
and let us clearly understand which of our 
legislators are servants of the liquor dealers 
and which are representatives of the people 
and their interests.

THE NEW RAILWAY COMBINATION. 

The news of the change in the relations of 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad given in 
THE TIMES yesterday morning caused a good 
deal of excitement in speculative circles. 
This definite outcome of the various rumors 
with which Wallstreet had been fed 
for some days was a surprise even to 
those who flattered themselves that they 
knew what was going on. With the 
usual inaptness of the Street to real- 
ize the bearings of a considerable 
event, the gentlemen of the Exchange had 
various minds on the subject at various 
hours of the day, but they find it difficult 
to limit their calculations to facts, and are 
bent on discounting every kind of future 
probability, so that what they do or refuse

todo when a large movement is actually 


accomplished without previous warning is 
not a matter of great interest to the outside 
public. 

That this event is, however, of very great 
importance to the country, there is no room 
for doubt. As we stated yesterday, the com- 
bination that is completed, whether by 
the purchase of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Road, or by the co-operation of 
its owners, extends from New-York, 
where the Reading Road has a terminus, 
through the Central Railroad of New-Jersey 
over the anthracite coal region, by the 
Richmond and Danville system to the 
Southern Atlantic region, and by the East 
Tennessee and Georgia and the Central of 
Georgia’ through that region west and south 
of Alabama and the Gulf. With the 
various connections, this combination will 
embrace a large share and in effect the 
present control of transportation over an 
extensive portion not only of the anthracite 
coal fields, but of the bituminous coal fields 
as well, with outlets toward the East and 
along the whole Atlantic seaboard. It will 
also share heavily in, if it does not control, 
the transportation of the newly developing 
mineral and lumber regions on the slopes of 
the Appalachian range in the States of 
Georgia, Tennessee, and Alabama eastward 
to the Atlantic. It will give to New-York 
immediate connection with a vast territory 
it has heretofore been able to reach only in- 
directly. This territory has an immediate 
future of prosperity before it more brilliant, 
and, we believe, more solid, than any that 
has opened up in any quarter of the Union 
within the last twenty years. 

That prosperity will come, not from any 
single source or any small group of related 
sources, but from the entrance of capital, 
experience, skill, and energy upon varied 
fields of activity, agriculture, mining, manu- 
factures, commerce, The careful student 
who, twenty years from now, or even at the 
opening of the twentieth century, makes a 
correct estimate of the wealth brought 
within the reach of the people of the United 
States, in the old Southern States east of 
the Mississippi after the year 1880, will find 
itimmeasurably greater than all that was 
taken from the Continent of America by the 
nations of Europe in two centuries anda 
half after the discovery by CoLtumBus. It 
is obvious that to this great work the de- 
velopment of connected steam transporta- 
tion is a prime condition, and this condition 
the new combination is likely to fulfill. 
That it will be accompanied by a good deal 
of Stock Exchange speculation, that fort- 
unes will be made and lost in betting upon 
the rapidity or slowness with which it will 
do its work and reap its reward, that the 
solid structure of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Company will be made the basis of 
more or less “watering” of stocks 
and securities, these are things possible, 
probable, or certain. But the fact of cen- 
tral interest and of controlling importance 
is that the main transportation lines serv- 
ing aregion of great actual wealth and al- 
most unlimited promise are brought under 
harmonious management and are linked 
directly with New-York. Out of such a de- 
velopment as this makes possible, and al- 
most inevitable, the city will necessarily 
gain greatly, and its gain will go with that 
of the whole country. 


THE BROOKLYN CIVIL SERVICE. 

While the Bacon investigating committee 
is looking sharply into special evils in the 
administration of the larger offices in 
Brooklyn, it is worth while to call attention 
to certain facts in the general service of the 
city which show the tendency that has pre- 
vailed there. It is well known that during 
the two terms of Mr. Sera Low’s Mayor- 
alty the civil service of the city was not 
only very well conducted, but it was man- 
aged a system that practically 
shut party politics and made 
fitness the basis of appointment, re- 
tention, or promotion. This system 
was carefully planned and to a great ex- 
tent applied before its principles were 
embodied in the State civil service law. 
After the passage of that law the intelli- 
gence, fidelity, energy, and practical sense 
with which it was carried out in Brooklyn 
were of the greatest possible value, not only 
to the city, but to the State, and even to the 
whole country. Brooklyn supplied a plain 
and conclusive proof that in honest and 
capable hands the competitive system was by 
far the best that had ever been employed 
in the management of the affairs of a large 
city. 

Now, under Mr. Low, the chief object 
kept in view was to apply the competi- 
tive system wherever it could be properly 
applied; to observe all its requirements, 
whether put in the statute or not, with 
fidelity, and to improve and develop it at 
every point. Under Mayor WHITNEY and 
the men whom he represents the chief ob- 
ject has been different, It may be said that 
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the most part been to | 
tive system as much as possible and to 
throw as many offices as could be thrown 
into the hands of the politicians. To start 
with, as shown by the report of the 
Civil Service Reform Association of 
Brooklyn, Mayor Wuitney proposed 
to the State commission a long list 
of changes in the rules, Exactly what 
these were has never been made known, 
which is unfortunate, for, as the report 
truly states, “absolute publicity is the 
safeguard of the system.” The changes were 
in great part such as the State commission 
could not approve, and they were not per- 
mitted. 

During the year, however, seventeen new 
places were created, and all of them were 
exempted from examination. Five of them 
were in the Park Department, embracing 
three Superintendents, an Inspector of 
Parks, and a paymaster. The first four 
were provided to take the place and the 
work of the Chief Engineer, who was forced 
to resign. This splitting up of functions 
was bad in itself and had very bad re- 
sults, as those familiar with the parks 
know to their disgust. If the places 
were to be created, however, there was no 
reason why they should not, and there was 
every reason why they should, be filled by 
competition. The sole gain was to the poli- 
ticians, and to them it was substantial. 
The force of laborers has been increased “in 
number largely in excess of what the condi- 
tions of good administration in the depart- 
ment permitted.” Of the othernew places 
two were those of paymasters, one in the 
parks, the other in the city works; these 
may possibly be properly exempted from com- 
petition, though not necessarily. The remain- 
der of the places were all of a kind that could 
be best filled, as has been repeatedly shown, 
by competition, but the politicians would 
not have liked it as well. That is the reason 
why it was not done. 

The examinations that have been held ap- 
pear to have been fairly conducted and the 
civil service board of the city seems to 
have done its duty as well as it could in the 
circumstances by whichits members have 
been surrounded. Butit is plain that it has 
lost its place as the leader of such commis- 
sions in municipal service. That rank 
could not have been held without the act- 
ive and intelligent sympathy of the Mayor 
and the heads of departments, which has 
been wanting. Inthe Park Department par- 
ticularly all sorts of tmckery has been re- 
sorted to to escape compliance with the re- 
quirements of the law and of the rules and 
regulations. In all the departments the re- 
movals have been numerous. The Mayor in 
his annual message stated them as 258 out 
of 1,651 within the service subject to the 
rules, but the Mayor did not state that the 
police force included in this number cannot 
be removed at discretion, and that of those 
who can be removed nearly one-third were 
got rid of in the first year of his adminis- 
tration. This isa bad showing when it is 
remembered that the service was generally 
manned by experienced and capable per- 
sons when Mr. WHITNEY took office. These 
few facts are evidence of the spirit in which 
the management of the city affairs is carried 
on. Itis a purely partisan spirit, to which the 
civil service law provides the only check. 


THE MEDICAL EDUCATION 
WOMEN. 

The revival of the medical education of 
women began in this country about thirty 
years ago. The movement has steadily 
grown despite great opposition, until now 
there are five or six schools in the United 
States in which women can get a passably 
good training, and two or three in which 
the training is decidedly above that given 
by the average medical college for men. 
The number of women physicians reaches 
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into the thousands, most of whom are eagn- 
ing a goodliving, and, secundum artem, bene- 
fiting their kind. Public sentiment has so 
changed that few intelligent persons now 
deny the aptitude of some women for the 
medical calling, or that there are special 
circumstances in which the services of 
these women are more agreeable and effect- 
ive than those of men. 

One drawback to female physicians doing 
the best work in their chosen field has been 
the difficulty of getting a thorough and 
comprehensive medical education. The 
very fact that the mental habit of women 
is not that of close observation and 
passionless reasoning renders it the more 
necessary that the discipline of their educa- 
tion should be especially thorough and 
severe, 

The city of New-York has been the scene 
of successful efforts in such kind of careful 
educational work. The Woman’s Medical 
College of the New-York Infirmary was 
founded over fifteen years ago by the BLACK- 
WELL sisters, who were themselves the pio- 
neers in securing for their sex the knowl- 
edge and privileges of the practitioner of 
medicine. Their college has yearly gradu- 
ated small classes of young women who 
have been thoroughly prepared for a med- 
ical career. The work of the institution, 
however, has been hampered by lack of 
funds and by the small size of its college 
building. New-York City is the great med- 
ical centre of the country, by virtue of its 
numerous hospitals and dispensaries and the 
fame of its teachers; but we are told that 
its advantages are to a great extent lost 
to women desiring to study medicine be- 
cause of the lack of proper laboratories, clinic 
rooms, amphitheatres, and the other equip- 
ments necessary to a modern medical college. 
The public meeting to be held on Monday 
evening next is for the purpose of arousing 
interest in the subject of the better med- 
ical education of women, and of securing 
funds with which to equip thoroughly a 
medical college for women in this city. It 
is the reasonable desire of the promoters 
that women who think themselves fitted to 
practice medicine should have the best op- 
portunities possible in this the best city for 
their purpose in the country.

“The complaint was not 
decided bad,” says the Judge, “be- 
cause of mere matter of form, but 
because it was bad in substance, and 
because of defects which no amend- 
ments can remedy.” In_ effect, Judge 
Van Brunt declares that these com- 
plainants have nothing to complain of. In 
their own opinion they doubtless think 
themselves aggrieved, but we regret very 
much that they have seen fit to place 
themselves in the way of much-needed 
additions to the city’s facilities for 
rapid passenger travel. It is the 
belief of almost every intelligent man who 
has studied the subject that a tunnel road 
under Broadway would confer upon over- 
crowded New-York benefits vastly greater 
than have flowed from any other similar 
enterprisein its history. The action taken 
by these complainants puts private inter- 
ests above urgent public needs.

SIMPLE SERVICES OVER MRS.

There was a large attend- 
ance, persons being present from all parts of the 
country. The five children of the deceased were 
in attendance—Milford Harmon, Mrs. Fran- 


ces E. Welch, with whom the departed 
lady lived in Jackson, Mich.; Homer Harmon, 
of Boston; Mrs. Helen Cadman, of Jackson, 
accompanied by her husband, and Mrs. Oscar 
Folsom, of Washington, the mother of the Presi- 
dent’s wife. Among other persons present were 
Mrs. Harmon’s brother, Ryland Rogers, of Seneca 
Falls, N. Y.; Mr. and Mrs. Wells, of Medina; 
Henry Perrins and George Curtis, of Buffalo; 
C. H. Rogers and C. D. Johnson, of Palmyra, and 
many friends from the town of Wheatland, 
where Mrs. Harmon made her home for so many 
years. 

The services were very simple. The officiating 
clergyman was the Rev. Dr. A. J. Barrett, of 
Rochester, who took for the text of his funeral 
discourse the words, “Blessed are they who die 
in the Lord, and their works do follow them.” 
He spoke feelingly of Mrs. Harmon's warm- 
hearted, generous, and lovable disposition, 
which had made her so highly esteemed by her 
old neighbors of Wheatland and the surround- 
ing towns. The music was furnished by the 
Churchville Quartet. Among the many floral 
pieces which were laid upon the bier was 
a pillow of flowers from her children. 
Mrs. Grover Cleveland sent a _ profu- 
sion of cut flowers, and united with 
the other grandchildren in a remembrance of a 
handsome crown of white flowers. The bearers 
were Charles Brown, Chester Brown, the Har- 
mon brothers, and Volney Brown. The casket 
containing the body was carried from Mr. Har- 
mon’s residence at about noon, and the proces- 
sion formed. The burial was in the Wheatland 
cemetery, seven miles distant from Churchville, 
whither the body was followed by 20 car- 
riages. A large number of friends from Wheat- 
lane met the procession at the cemetery and at- 
tended the services at the grave. 

Mrs. Harmon was 78 years old. She was a 
daughter of the Rev. James Rogers, formerly oi 
Palmyra, and of her father’s family but one 
now survives.

THE FISHERY TROUBLES. 


WHAT COMMANDER SCOTT, OF THE 
CRUISER ACADIA, SAYS. 





OTTAWA, March 9.—Capt. Scott, Royal 
Navy, commander of the oruiser Acadia and 
Admiral of the fisheries protection fleet in the 
maritime provinces, has arrived here. He will 
confer with Minister Foster regarding the advis- 
ability of increasing Canada’s navy by the addi- 
tion of several swift steamers. Speaking to THE 
TIMES’sS correspondent to-day he said: ‘* We ex- 
pect to have a pretty lively season, providing 
such action is taken as American newspapers 


foreshadow. Even if the fishery regulations are 
enforced as rigorously as ever this year I don’t 
look for any great falling off this Summer in the 
fleet of American fishing vessels. Their catch, 
however, according to their own admissions, has 


been greatly reduced. 
“Our neighbors,” resumed the Commander, 


“ profess to want nothing from us, but my ex- 
perience last year leads me to an entirely dit- 
ferent conclusion. I do not believe reports that 
they will go so far as to arm thelr vessels with 
the object of resisting the enforcement of the 
regulations. Such an act would be piracy, but we 
must be prepared for all eventualities. The 
cruisers have rendered good service, and the 
number will, if necessary, be increased to meet 
all requirements. The officials engaged in the 
service have been badly treated. Among other 
things we were charged with refusing to give 
Americans necessary provisions required 
on the homeward trip. The stories are absolute- 
ly false. The Gloucester fishermen were given 

ermissi¢n to secure supplies at various points. 
Personally gave orders to that effect at Sydney. 
I maintain that the regulations, unpleasant 
though they may be, and specially when directed 
against men of the same race as ourselves, were 
carried out with consistent fairness and courtesy. 
If any blunders occurred at all they are attrib- 
utable to officers in remote districts whose dis- 
tance from advice, as to the interpretation of 
their instructions, possinly put fishermen to un- 


necessary inconvenience. 


“The fishery questionis nota new one, for it 
dates back to Colonial days. Our neighbora have 
destroyed their own fish, and now they seek by 
wholesale methods to destroy ours. If a policy 
of retaliation is inaugurated the rule will work 
both ways. The United States cannot do without 
salmon. The people of the Western States will 
readily see that the Gloucester fishermen are 
trying to exact exorbitant prices for their fish. 
The entire population in the maritime provinces 
are satisfied with the present policy of govern- 
ment. I do notlook for a settlement of the diffi- 
culty this season, and in all likelihood the first 
step in the direction of enforcing the regulations 
will pe taken next month. At least one British 
man-of-war vill remain at the fishing grounds 


this Summer.”

A STEAMSHIP WRECKED. 


RETURN OF THE CREW OF THE EGYPT, 
WHICH SANK AT SEA. 

The freight steamship Egypt, of New- 
castle, England, which left this port for Lisbon 
with a cargo of grain, was abandoned at seaina 
sinking condition on March 3. Her crew, con- 
sisting of 30 men all told, arrived in this port

| A. Wright, of the lost steamer, states that she 


left this port on Feb. 22 with a cargo of 63,000 
bushels of wheat. At noon, Feb. 25, the steamer 
was caught in a heavy gale, before which she 


ran until 6 P. M., when a heavy sea swept 


over her, breaking the foreboom crutch 
and causing other damage. Capt. Atkins 
then brought the vessel's hea to the 
wind which was*lowing heavily from the north- 
west. In this direction she steamed slowly. At 
8:15 a huge wave broke over the bows and, 
sweeping aft, smashed in the fore hatch and the 
poop deck and started the bulkhead. Torrents 
poured down into the engine room and into the 
stoke hole. 


The vesse! was kept before the wind while the 


broken hatch and the torn deck were covered 
with sails. Early next morning the wind in- 


creased into a hurricane before which the 
Egypt ran until an enormous sea burst in 
the sails covering the fore hatch, The try- 


sails were unbent and placed over the opening 


down which several of the sailors had been 
washed by torrents of water. The water in the 
engine room rapidly increased and in afew 
hours the main furnace fires were put out. The 
ship was hove to, and the weather moderated 
somewhat during the afternoon. On the morn- 
ing of Feb. 27 asteamship was sighted and sig- 
nals of distress were made, but the stranger 


failed to ohserve them. 


In the evening the crew began to throw over- 
board the cargo. This work was kept up 
throughout the night and during the following 
day. At9 o'clock on the morning of March 1 the 
fore hold was completely empty and the crew 


began to jettison the cargo in the after hold. 


Meantime the depthof waterin the hold increased 
although frequent attempts were made to bail it 
out. At10A. M. March 2, there was 14 feet of 
water in the hold. At11 o’clock the crew laid 
aft and requested the Captain to lower the boats, 
as the vessel seemed about to sink. After ex- 
postulating with the men he finally acceded to 
their demands. The crew got into the boats and 
lay by the wreck during the night. Next morning 
the bark Hannah Blanchard was sighted and 
rockets were tired to attract her attention. She 
was soon lying to near the sinking steamer. At 
noon the almost exhausted crew of the latter 
were transferred to the bark, on board of which 
they were treated with great kindness. They

RUINED BY A BOOKKEEPER 


HEAVY FAILURE IN THE 
OLOTHING TRADE. 

lL. LEVENSON & CO. FORCED TO ASSIGN 
WITH LIABILITIES OF  $285,000— 
LosInG $50,000 BY DEFALCATION. 

The old and well known house of L. 
Levenson & Co., wholesale dealers in clothing 
at 515 Broadway, failed yesterday. The part- 
ners, Louis, Michael, and Max L. Levenson, made 
a general assignment for the benefit of their 
preditors to David Davies, giving preferences for 
$56,470, as follows: Amelia Vogel, $20,470; 
Mechanics’ National Bank, five notes, $25,000; 
L. Boscowitz, $11,000. 

The senior partners have been in business 
since 1850. They were formerly in the clothing 
business at Louisville and Danville. Ky., and be- 
gan in New-York in 1862. Max L., the son of 
Michael, was admitted a partner Jan. 1, 1882. 
The firm have always been well regarded in 
trade, were believed to be careful and prudent, 
and enjoyed good credit. During all the panics 
and reverses of the clothing trade they haa met 


all their obligations and have never failed. 
They did a large business, and their capital was 
supposed to be over $250,000. They tormerly 
owned the store 688 Broadway, which they sold 
jin November, 1884, for $125,000, subject to a 
mortgage of $75,000. They also are said to own 
their residences, 48 and 71 West Fiftieth-street, 
in which the equity was valued at $45,000. 

Stern & Myers, lawyers, of 40 Wall-street, are 
the attorneys for the firm. Mr. Myers said 

eaterday that the firm’s liabilities were about 
£235,000; of that amount about $150,000 was for 
borrowed money and accommodation paper, and 

135,000 for merchandise and due to the banks. 

he assets were nearly $300,000, excluding bad 
accounts. The stock was valued at $150,000, 
and the balance of the assests were, in accounts 
and cash, about $4,700. One cause of the failure 
was that business had been atone f decreas- 
ing, competition had been sharp, and their ex- 
penses had kept up. 

The other cause was the irregularity of the 
former confidential bookkeeper, [Ldward M. 
Newman, who has left the city. Mr. Myers 
said that the bookkeeper had falsified the books, 
and had, as he believed, defrauded the firm of- 
eonsiderable money. The bookkeeper had been 
in their employ for 10 years, occupying a con- 
fidential position, and upon whose statements 
the firm relied implicitly. He had falsified 
the books in sucha way as to keep the firm de- 
ceived for several years back as to their actual 
condition, and had probably helped himself 
freely. Mr. Myera did not know to what extent, 
as the e rt who was making an examination 
of the books had not yet concluded his inves- 
tigations. The expert had told him that it 
was the most mysterious case of falsification of 
the books he had ever investigated: He haa not 
got to the beginning yet; he had gone back several 
years, and had not yet been able to determine 
when the irregularity began. Mr. Myers did 
not think the amount taken would be found to 
exceed $50,000, but of course he could not say 
whatthe amount really was until the expert's 
examination had been completed, 

The false entries, Mr. Myers continued, were 
discovered some time ago. They were stumbled 
upon accidentally, and when the bookkecper’s 
attention was called to them he disappeared and 
has not beenseensince by thetfirm. Mr. Myershad 
been informed that he had left the city to avoid 
arrest. The false entries, Mr. Myers thought, 
were evidently done to cover up his stealings. 
The statements had been made up in such a wa 
as to deceive the firmas to how they stood. 
When the truth was discovered they concluded 
to stop business. Tne firm had received not less 
than $20,000 worth of merchandise in the last 
few days, all of which was returned yesterday 
to the owners before the assignment was made. 

From other sources it was found that Newman 
disa about three months ago. It is said 
that a mistake in his accounts was accidental- 
ly discovered by a nephew of one of the part- 
ners on aSaturday. The bookkeeper was ques- 
tioned in regard to it, but could not explain it 
Batisfactorily. He promised to go to the store 
the next day (Sunday) and go over the books 
with the nephew. He begged him not to inform 
the firm, for if he did he would commit suicide. 
He left the store and never returned. An ex- 
pert was at once put upon the books, and they 
are still under investigation. Before he went 
away some discrepancies were noticed, but he 
gave a plausible explanation, and. having such 
confidence in him, the firm thought they were 
merely mistaken. As soon as something wrong 
was learned the firm looked into some of the 
accounts and began to compare notes. One ac- 
count which they thought ought to show a profit 
of $20,000 did not show any. Another, which 
should have shown $10,000 profit did not show 
any, and still another was found in the same 
condition. The bills payable had been made to 
appear much smaller than they really were. For 
instance, in December, when the bookkeeper 
was asked the amount of bills payable due then, 
he gave the tigures as $6,000; but when they 
were all paid the amount aggregated $26,000. 
Checks for the various payments were signed by 
the tirm on his showing, and it is said that some 
of the checks were held back by him. It is also 
charged that he retained rent money sent to one 
of the partners, who is an Executor of an estate. 

Mr. Newman was regarded as a model man. 
He was about 88 years of age, had been married, 
but is now a widower. The firm did not notice 
that he had any bad habits, and _ trusted him im- 

licitly. They have no knowledge of what has 
Seosuee of the money, and they never heard of 
hin gambiing or speculating.

A GROWING CHARITY. 

The seventh anniversary of the Home for 
Convalescents was commemorated yesterday 
afternoon by a meeting at the Fourth-Avenue 
Presbyterian Church, corner of Twenty-second- 
street. Mrs. Rebecca Collins presided, and ad- 


dresses were made by the Rev. Dr. Crosby, the 
Rev. Dr. Ormiston, and the Rev. Mr. Sabine. 
The report of the Treasurer, Mrs. Bradford 
Rhodes, showed that during the seven years’ ex- 
istence of the home there has been a total ex- 
pense of $12.543, leaving a balance now in the 
treasury of $287 87. The report of the Sec- 
retary, Miss Louisa Houghton, showed that 
the home, which started in June, 1880, with 
Only six beds at its disposal, has been the means 
of assisting 755 persons who had been discharged 
from hospitals inthe period of convalescence, 
and has been ableto get employment for many 
of these upon their recovery. The home is free, 
and now hasa building at 433 East One Hun- 
Gred and Eighteenth-street, provided with 20 
beds, upon which there is a debt of only $1,600. 
The object of the home is to give temporary 
shelter and comfort to the worthy poor who are 
discharged from, hospitals not wholly recovered 
from the effects of iliness. Any such may ob- 
tain admission upon the recommendation of one 
of the medical staff. The home is the only in- 
stitution of the kind in New-York. 

The remark was made by one of the ladies 
present at the meeting yesterday that many 
more people could receive the benetits of the 
home if itsobject were only more widely known 
among the hospitals. While there can be no 
doubt that there are in New-York plenty of 
worthy poor people who need just such benefits 
as good air, wholesome food, aud medical ad- 
vise while recovering from some iong illness, at 
one time during this Winter onlyfour inmates 
enjoyed the privileges of the institution.

PROTESTS TO ALBANY. 

At ameeting held by the Board of Trade 
and Transportation yesterday the Legislature 
Was requested by resolution to prevent the 
building of any bridges across the Hudson 
which would interfere with navigation. The 
board is opposed to the building of the Pough- 
keepsie Bridge on the ground that the stone 
piers will obstruct navigation. Vhe board dis- 
cussed at great length the question of pier shed- 
ding, and adopted resolutions protesting against 
the vractice which gave exclusive rights to cor- 
poratious. It disapproved the Assembly bill in 
relation to the placing of sheds on East River

The Mercantile Exchange passed resolutions 
against the building of Hudson River bridges 
upon the same ground as taken by the Board of 
Trade and Transportation. 

The Chamber of Commerce yesterday appealed 
tothe Legislature, in a memorial, “not to allow 
the commercial advantages that are sure to re- 
sult to our city and State from the improvement 
of our natural waterways to be jeopardized by 
the passage of any such ill-considered measure 
as the bill which proposes to authorize the Sec- 
ond-Avenue (Surface) Railroad Company to con- 
struct a bridge across the Harlem River from 
Second-avenue to Lincoln-avenue.” The Cham 
ber thinks * there is great danger of the bill be- 
ing construed so # torevive an obsolete and 
extinct privilege, originally held by the railroad 
company under its charter of the year 1855, by 
which it was authorized to coustruct a bridge in 
an oblique direction across and at a low eleva- 
tion above the river.” 

A NOVEL THEATRE PARTY. 

A new kind of theatre party is coming 
into fashion, having first appeared since the pro- 
duction of ‘Tne Taming of the Shrew” at Daly’s. 
It consists of young misses from 12 t0 15 years 
old, who visit the theatre in charge of their 
teacher, the entertuinment being offered them as 
a reward of merit. It has become quite the 
fashion for the Principals of private schools up 
town to offer as a reward for perfection in 
studies a visit to the matinée, and the pupils 
labor hard to gain the prize of ‘a balcony seat. 
Such a party applauded Miss Reban and the 
rest of Mr. Daly’s company yesterday after- 
noon at the regular matinée. It consisted 
of 11 young girls who attend a private academy 
in West Yortieth-street, and who had outstripped 
their companions inthe race for the matinée 
prize. The party, accompanied by the teacher, 
attracted a good deal of attention ‘as it entered 
the theatre, and wany eyes were drawn to the 
fresh young faces of the girls in the intervals 
between acts. The pupils enjoyed the perform- 
ance heartily, and appiauded the good points of 
the play with as much critical discernment us 
the elder peopie who surrounded them.

MADISON-SQUARE GARDEN. 


THE POPULAR RESORT TO UNDERGO A 
MAGIC TRANSFORMATION. 

The popular hotel at which the late 
lamented Jumbo was in the habit of staying 
when visiting this city, which is periodically 
made musical by the yelps of Elcho, Jr., Beau- 
voir, and other aristocratic dogs, where Fred- 
erick Gebhara’s Leo and the immortal Pete 
Smith beat the high-jumping record, and where 
John Lawrence Sullivan was wont to dally with 
the silken locks of the Maori, “‘Tug’’ Wilson, and 
other wise men of the East—in other words, 
Madison-Square Garden—is to burst from its 
present chrysalis shell and emerge a glorious 
architectural butterfly. J. Pierpont Morgan, 
James T. Woodward, Charles Lanier, Alfred B. 
Darling, D. O. Mills, Charles Crocker, George 8. 


Bowdoin, Adrian Iselin, Edward D, Adams, Cor- 

nelius Fellowes, and William C. Gulliver are the 
harlequins whose golden wands will cause this 

magic transformation, and to that end they 
have incorporated themselves under the title of 
the Madison-Square Garden Company. Mr. 

Gulliver yesterday gave the following account 
of their plans: 

“The purpose of the company is to purchase, 
hold, and manage the Madison-Square Garden 
property as a place of public entertainment 
and amusement. It is the intention of these 
gentlemen that this central block of ground 
shall be reserved and perpetually used for the 
purposes of the community at large. They have 
inaugurated the enterprise with the determina- 
tion that it shall be a permanent one, and 
with the hope that, having taken the prelim- 
inary steps for securing to the public the use 
of this property, they will receive the sug- 
gestions and co-operation of all citizens who 
believe that such enterprise will be a useful one. 

‘The details of the plans for the development 
of the property are not yet perfected. The idea 
of the gentlemen interested is that the present 
structure on this block shall be torn down dur- 
ing the coming Summer, and that in its place 
shall be erected a large permanent exposition 
building. The general plan, which has been so 
far discussed, is that the ground fioor of this 
building shall be used, as at present, for a large 
auditorium or amphitheatre, to be used for such 
general purposes as the present Garden has 
for some years past been used, and in 
addition to this, for all kinds of shows 
and exhibitions which require space and a 
central location, such as flower shows, 
horticultural, agricultural, mechanical, indus- 
trial, sanitary, and other exhibitions, and for all 
sorte of tairs and large meetings. It is expected 
that the building will be so arranged on the 
ground floor as that there will be permanent seats 
around the edge of this amphitheatre, and that 
the amphitheatre itself can be utilized as an au- 
ditorium whenever occasion requires, suitable 
for political and other great public meetings. 
As this will leave a considerable space about the 
edges of the building under the raised seats, it is 
proposed to construct under these seats a series 
of arcade shops or small stores, about 30 in num- 
ber, which will open upon the streets surround- 
ing the block. 

“Itis also proposed to excavate for a base- 
ment, which will be used for various purposes; 
for instance, for stalls to be occupied by horses 
at the horse shows and by animals when a circus 
is in progress ip the Garden, which will be adapt- 
ed, as heretofore, not only for the circuses, but 
for the accommodation of the animals belonging 
to the circuses, and for their ready inspection by 
visitors. In the interior of this basement there 
may be suitable provision made for an aquari- 
um and perhaps for other exhibitions, the pur- 
poses of which would be suited by artificiallight. 

“On the second floor, on the Madison-square 
front, the plan is to have a comfortable theatre, 
and perhaps in addition to this, on one of the 
other sides of the building. to have a smaller 
theatre for amateur entertainments; in addition 
to this to have two or three bailrooms which can 
be either separated or thrown together, and 
which can be utilized for concerts and private 
entertainments,with suicable dressing rooms and 
supper rooms. 

“It is not yet determined whether a third 
story will be added to the building, but whether 
itis or not there will probably be found place 
in the building for a restaurant, while on the 
roof and around, and perhaps over, the amphi- 
theatre there will be a large Summer and Win- 
ter garden, suitable for open-air concerts in the 
Summer, the character of which garden will be 
such, under the management of the company, as 
to insure respectability and make a pleasant re- 
sort for the people.” 

The incorporators will not receive a deed of 
the property until May 2. The architects will 
be ready with plans by that time. Several plans 
will be submitted and the most suitable chosen, 


SIDEWALK OBSTRUCTIONS. 


THE COUNCIL’S PRIVILEGE IN REGULAT- 
ING THEM DEFINED. 

Corporation Counsel Lacombe sent an 
opinion to Gen. Newton, Commissioner of Public 
Works, yesterday. in reference to sidewalk ob- 
structions, in which he says that the fact that 
the Common Council has authorized an obstruc- 
tion in the streets does not in any way affect the 
duty of the Commissioner to remove the same if 
the Council had no power to grant permission 
therefor. As tothe limits to the power of the 


Common Council, he says that it is impossible to 
state them in general terms so that every case 
shall at once and clearly be determined. 

Speaking of particular cases, he says that it 
has been repeatedly held that showcases, even 
within the stoop lines, cannot be authorized by 
the Common Council; that by inference from the 
failure of the Court of Appeals to pass upon tbe 
question of authority in the Common Council 
for the purpose, they may authorize the erection 
of awning posts, and that the maintenance of a 
stepping stone for the purpose of entering or 
alighting from a carriage is not an unlawful ob- 
struction. The courts cannot hold the broad 
doctrine, he says, that nothing can be placed 
upon the streets between the house lines, but 
the Common Council cannot authorize any 
use of the streets except such as may 
be justificed by. the Consolidation act, 
nor can they authorize any use thereof 
which shall prevent the free use of the streets as 
open public streets or which shall interfere with 
the enjoyment by abutting property owners of 
their adjoining property. There are, however, 
certain uses which may be made of the streets 
without permission of any official by immemori- 
al right, such as the reasonable use of skids for 
delivering goods to or fromastore; the use of 
the sidewalk for a reasonable time and in a 
reasonable way for the delivery of goods, coal, 
&c., and the use of stepping stones. These uses 
the Common Council may regulate by any 
reasonable ordinance, anditis the duty of the 
Department of Public Works to remove any ob- 
struction which is created by a disobedience of 
the ordinance. 


<a te RS STE a 
CARRIED OFF THE RENTS. 

S. Marks & Co., of 107 East Sixty- 
first-street, own the tenement house 145 
Thompson-street, which is inhabited by 20 
Italian families. A woman named Chapini was 
installed as housekeeper, and the owners gave 
her a large number of receipts for rent signed 


in blank, as she was authorized to collect the 
rents. When young Mr. Marks went to the 
house yesterday to see the housekeeper and get 
the money collected he discovered that she had 
been absent for several days, and it was learned 
that she had gone away with Carlo Alberto 
Conti, an Italian with whom she had been living. 
Further investigation showed that since Novem- 
ber last the woman, aided by her male com- 
panion, had been collecting rents from the occu- 
pants of apartments in the house which she had 
reported to the owners as vacant, using the 
blank receipts which had been leftin her hands 
by her employers. In this way the pair had col- 
lected and retained between $400 and $500.

THE ALLEGED SOURCE OF TROUBLE 
AMONG AMATEUR BALL PLAYERS. 


The Amateur Baseball League held a meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon at 51 Fulton-street to 
agree upon a schedule of games to be played 
during the ensuing season. This meeting was 
looked forward to with considerable interest by 
amateur baseball players, because the Bergen 
Point and Staten Island Clubs had created a rum- 
pus at the last session of the league by insisting 
that the schedule of games to be adopted should 
be so arranged as to allow them to play every 
Saturday at home. At the meeting yesterday all

E. Annett, of the Bergen Point Club, said 
later toa TIMES reporter that the whole trouble 
had arisen through the Staten Island Club in- 
sisting upon having the league games played on 
their grounds every Saturday. This the Bergen 
Points would not concede. They had won the 
amateur pennant last year, and had more games 
scheduled for the coming season than any other 
amateur club in the vicinity, not to speak of the 
league. It was absurd in the Staten Island and 
Brooklyn Clubs to take the stand they did, be- 
cause whenever the league games were played 
at Bergen Point a larger number of people was 
present than was ever the case at Staten Island 
or Brooklyn.

EX-ALDERMAN CLEARY’S TRIAL 
LAYED STILL ANOTHER DAY.

NEW WESTERN UNION ISSUES. 

According to the statement of the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company for the quarter 
which ended Dec. 31, 1886, the net revenues 
were $991,018, and for the quarter ending 
March 31, based upon nearly completed returns 
for January, partial returns for February and 
estimated for March, $750,000.

1 it was $6,171.810 28, and it is estimated that 
March 31 it will be $6,778,340 28, after appro- 
priating $123,470 for interest on bonds and 
$20,000 for the sinking fund, 

No dividend was declared, and the Directors 
appointed a committee to arrange a plan for the 
funding of guaranteed stocks and bonds of prop- 
erties controlled by the company. These prop- 
erties are American Cable stock, $14,000,00u; 
Gold and Stock Company, $5,000,000; Mutual 
Union, $5,000,000 bonds and $2,500,000 6 per 
cent, stock. Itis estimated that a new issue of 
bonds amounting to $30,000,000 will be neces- 
sary forthe purpose. The Directors adopted a 
resolution which increases the stock by an issue 
of $1,200,000. The increase will be used to 
take up scrip issued to that amount in April, 
1886.

CURIOUS LEDGER ENTRIES. 
A BARKEEPER’S SUIT FOR THE VALUE 
OF CERTAIN SERVICES. . 
A year ago Harvey C. Malcolm was a bar- 
keeper of the St. Denis Hotel and his most in- 
timate friend was Franklin Coxe, then boarding 
at the Chelsea, in West Twenty-third-street, but 
who owns a handsome place at Bayside, Long 
Island. Now the friendship is at an end and 
Malcolm has sued Coxe to recover $420, which 
he says is due him for services rendered to Coxe. 


The case was tried in the City Court yesterday 
before Judge Nehrbas and a jury. 

Both Coxe and Malcolm, according to the testi- 
mony, wished to leave the city a year ago, and 
accordingly they retired to Coxe’s place at Bay- 
side. for rest. There they remained until last 
November. Malcolm testified that Coxe agreed 
to give him $60 a month, and that he received 
only $30, which wasinthe shape of a suit of 
clothes. Mrs. Malcolm went with her husband 
to Bayside, and there were some disagreements 
between them, which did not clearly appear at 
the trial. But Malcolm occasionally made such 
entries as these in Coxe’s account books, which 
he says he took care of: “April 10. To Eugenia 
Malcolm, Dr.: Two nizhts’ suffering, tears and 
abuse, ingratitude on my part for over two 
months.” On the opposite page of the ledger 
was written: “By kindness, love, forbearance, 
and endurance, fidelity on her part.” ‘Sept. 15. 
By refusing to come to me for four weeks, mak- 
ing me keep awake every night.” This last en- 
try was not balanced by a corresponding one. 

Coxe’s account of the matter was that he in- 
vited Malcolm to Bayside as his guest, and that 
he never agreed to give him pay. ‘“Ilet him 
use my horses and my dogs,” said he; “‘ he had 
a key tothe wine cellar, and I gave him a five- 
dollar bill whenever he wanted it.” There 
was a good deal of testimony to the effect that 
Malcolm spent most of his time playing croquet, 
driving over the country, and having a good 
time, and that the claim of remuneration was 
an afterthought. A mysterious letter between 
Coxe and Malcolm was shown to the court and

WHAT PURIM COMMEMORATES. 

The celebration of the festival of the 
Purim was begun last evening by the Hebrews 
throughout the world, and will be continued to- 
day. The festival was @rdained to commemo- 
rate the deliverance of the Israelites in the King- 
dom of Persia from extermination by the decree 
of Ahasuerus, the King of the Medes and Per- 
sians, who had been instigated thereto by the 
machinations of Haman, the Prime Minister. 


This wasin the year 356 B.C. Through the in- 
tervention of Mordecal, whose beautiful niece 
had been taken by the King as his bride, and the 
co-operation of Queen Esther, the machina- 
tions of Haman were discovered and 
frustrated. The massacre was to have 
taken place on the 13th day of the 
month of Adar, but through the supplicaton of 
the Queen King Ahasuerus countermanded the 
order, ordered Haman and his 10 sons to be 
hanged, and the Jews were allowed to slaugh- 
ter their enemies instead of being slaughtered 
by them, and Mordecai became the Prime Minis- 
ter in the place of the deposed and hanged 
Haman. It was therefore ordained that the sal- 
vation of the Jews from the fate which had been 
in store for them should be celebrated by feast- 
ing and rejoicing on the 14th day of the Jewish 
wonth of Adar, and it has been so celebrated 
ever since. The Megillah, or Book of Esther, 
which contains the history of this remarkable 
event, is read in the Jewish synagogues as a 
part of the service. Balls and masquerade 
parties in public halls and private residences are 
a feature of the celebration. Presents are ex- 
changed between reiatives and frienris. and lib- 
eral alms are distributed to the poor.

DISCOMFORTS AT DINNER. 

The employes of Calvary Cemetery have 
caught the strike epidemic, and threaten to go 
out if their demands are not complied with. 
They say that their present wages range between 
$1 50 and $1 75 a day. They demand an in- 
crease of 25 cents. Another complaintis that 


they have no place toeat their dinnersin, and are 
obliged to bolt their meals sitting on the ground 
with their feet dangling 1n the graves, a position 
that is neither cheerful nor healthy. They want 
a dining shed erected for them, and tobe allowed 
one hour fordinner. A thd complaint is that 
15 union gravediggers were recently aischarged 
and 10 non-union men were employed. A com- 
mittee from the men called several times on 
Mgr.

The 
walking delegates and the sub-contractors have 
come to an agreement to have the men go back 
to work until April 17. In the meantime, it was 
said, the contractora will make an effort to have 
Messrs. Mead & Rossman, the plumber con- 
tractors on whose account the strike had been 
ordered because they employed non-union jour- 
neymen, ousted from the building on the ground 
that they did not fulfillthe terms of their con- 
tract. and ifthe buiider should allow them to 
continue the work at the rate thatit has been 
going on it would not be completed for a year or 
two.

SUING FORMER EMPLOYES. 


THE PANAMA RAILROAD COMPANY’S LOSS 
oF $50,000, 

The Panama Railroad Company has sued 
Elie Stacy Charlier, its bookkeeper at Aspinwall 
in 1885, and Clément Dupuy, then and tnere its 
cashier and auditor, to recover about $50,000 
which, the company charges, they stole from it 
at one or more times during the Spring or Sum- 
mer of 1885. The trial of the suit was begun in 
the Supreme Court, Part IV., before Judge Don- 
ohue and a jury, yesterday. Ex-Judge William 
G. Choate and Joseph La Rocque are counsel for 
the plaintiff and Algernon S. Sullivan is counsel 


for Mr. Charlier. Mr. Dupuy makes no appear- 
ance and it is stated that he is in his native land 
of France. 

Mr. Charlier is a son of Elie Charlier, the 
founder of the Charlier Institute, and he went 
into the employ of the Panama Company at As- 
pinwall in January,1885. He found Dupuy there. 
n March there was arebellion in the United 
States of Colombia, and the railroad company’s 
otlices, in Aspinwall were burned down. upuy 
and Charlier reported to the company that they 
found in the safe after the fire $29,722 50 
in gold, and $37,600 in silver, Colom- 
bian currency. On ‘May 16, Dupuy went 
away from Aspinwall on a vacation, and 
Charlier did his work, and during Dupuy’s ab- 
sence it was discovered that an item of | $50,000 
had been entered in the books as paid twice, 
when in fact it had been paid only once. An 
overlooking of the books and the funds took 
place, and it was found that there was a short- 
age in the tunds of nearly $50,000. Dupuy 
came back, however, and acted as Superintend- 
ent for a while, and he and Charlier remained 
in the employ of the company until October, 
1885. The theory of the company seems to be 
that the theft took place at the time of the 
revolt and that an attempt to cover it by this 


false entry was made. The defense is'a general 
denial.
